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A BRIDPORT school is celebrating a year 
of success and a bright future as it ends the 
year on a high note. 

Students at The Sir John Colfox Academy were re¬ 
warded for their academic success and contributions to 
the school and community at their annual senior prize¬ 
giving.

Many awards were presented to high preforming stu¬ 
dents; at GCSE, Philippa Cleden took the award for the 
best overall performance by a girl and Eric Robertshaw 
the equivalent prize for a boy. Grace Symes took the prize 
for best vocational student and Kieran Mulhall for best 
progress. 

At AS level Villo Bernad took the award for best per¬ 
formance by a girl and Zachary Reeve took home the 
boys’ trophy. At A-level, Grace Crabtree won the girls’ 
award and William Jones won in the boys’ category. 

Jason Larcombe received a special award for progress 
in the Sixth Form and Serena Knollman won the Lions’ 
Community Award. 

There were numerous nominations for community 
prizes across all year groups and Mrs Taylor stressed how 
difficult it was to pick a winner. 

In Year Ten, Rhiannon Parker took home the Humphrey 
Dibdin Award for contribution to the school and commu¬ 
nity.

He has also worked with famous trainers 
Colin Tizzard and Harry Fry. 

After leaving secondary school Mike stud¬ 
ied sports and exercise at Portsmouth Uni¬ 
versity. 


• HOW did you get in to horse racing? 

My family have always been involved with horses 
and I was very much brought up around horses 
and racing. My grandad and dad both trained 
and rode point to pointers. I have always ridden 
from an early age and my dad bought me a race¬ 
horse at 16 giving me my first rides in local point 
to points. 

• WHAT was it like riding your first winner? 

My first winner was in a point to point at Ottery 
St Mary riding one of my dad's horses. It's hard to 
describe how it felt, once you start riding in races 
all you ever want to do is ride that first winner. I 
was certainly on a high for a good few weeks 
after, it's a day I will never forget. 

• WHAT'S been your proudest moment so 
far? 

My proudest moment has to be riding my first 
winner around Cheltenham. It was on a horse 
called Handy Andy for Colin Tizzard. To ride 
around Cheltenham is one thing, but to walk 
back into the winner's enclosure at the home of 
racing was a big deal for me. 

• RIDING for racing legend Colin Tizzard, 
what was that like? 

I was at Colin's yard for three full seasons. Colin 
and his son Joe taught me everything I know 
about race riding and gave me my first ride and 
first winner under rules. Colin got my name on 
the map and provided me with plenty of nice 
winners and for that I will always be grateful to 
him. 

• WHAT'S it like working with Harry Fry, one 
of the sport's rising trainers? 

I have been based at Harry's yard since August. 
In that time I have learnt a huge amount, no 
stone is left unturned and that shows with the 
success he is having already this season. He is 


very loyal to the lads working in his yard and has 
given me plenty of opportunities and winners. It 
is certainly a yard going places and I'm enjoying 
being part of the team. 

• WHO in horse racing do you most look up 
to? 

The one man I have always looked up to is the 
now retired - A.P. McCoy. What he achieved as a 
jockey will probably never be matched. As a 
young jockey he was the one person I watched

over and over again to try and learn as much as I 
could. 

• WHICH course is your favourite to ride? 

It has to be Cheltenham. Nowhere compares to 
riding in a chase around there, it gives you a real 
buzz! I had my first ride at the festival last year 
and the atmosphere was incredible. I have also 
been lucky enough to ride two winners at the 
track. 

• WHAT are your hopes for the future? Do 
you hope to turn pro? 

I have no intentions to turn professional. I am 26 
in February, to me that's too old to be turning pro 
now. I am really enjoying being an amateur, I am 
able to ride under rules and still ride in the local 
point to points at the weekends. My aim is to 
keep my head down and ride as many winners as 
I can this season and hopefully be competitive in 
the amateur title.

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Sheep worrying still a concern 


SHEEP worrying con¬ 
tinues to be a problem 
in the Burton Bradstock 
area after a second case 
of suspected sheep at¬ 
tacks by dogs has been 
reported. 

They appear to have 
taken place on the 


mornings of Friday, 
November 27th and 
the most recent on Fri¬ 
day, December 8th 
in fields in the 
Southover and Cliff 
Road area. 

In both cases, the 
sheep have been seri¬ 


ously injured and have 
had to be put down. 

Police officers are ap¬ 
pealing to witnesses or 
anyone with informa¬ 
tion on either incident 
to contact Dorset Po¬ 
lice. 

A spokesperson for 


Bridport Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team, said: 
“On both occasions the 
injuries caused to the 
sheep have been so se¬ 
rious that the animal 
has had to be shot. 


“In addition to the ob¬ 
vious pain and distress 
that would have been 
caused to the animals 
attacked, the farmer has 
lost livestock to the 
value of £400.

A number of sheep 
were also attacked by a 
dog in June on land in 
the area of Dodhams 
Lane in Bridport, which 
resulted in three being 


killed and one seriously 
injured. 

Dog walkers are being 
advised to keep their 
dogs on leads while 
walking through fields 
with livestock.

The event, which is not a race, in¬ 
volves cycling through Dorset and 
Somerset countryside and takes 
place on Sunday, May 15th. 

With only 600 places available 
and demand always high, places 
forthe challenge had all been filled 
within three days and four hours of 
the charity announcing that the 
online registration was open.

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CAB survey reports workers' struggles 


HALF of the people who responded to a local Citi¬ 
zens’ Advice Bureau survey said they find it difficult 
to survive on zero hour and casual contracts. 

This caused difficulty in budgeting and claiming 
benefits and can lead to debt and health problems 
such as stress and anxiety. 

A number of people were juggling several jobs but 
felt they could not turn down work because there 
was no security. They usually found they had no 
time left for family or leisure. Those who said they 
were happy with their work situation generally 
worked regular hours for one employer. 

The survey was carried out by the Dorchester, 


Sherborne and District Citizens’ Advice Bureau 
after it had become aware of the difficulties some¬ 
times caused by the trend towards less security in 
the employment market. 

The respondents worked in a range of different oc¬ 
cupations and had different experiences but some 
common themes emerged - including trying to man¬ 
age on low and/or fluctuating income. Half of those 
who replied said they struggled to live on their 
wages. 

A summary of the responses showed that life was 
particularly difficult for those on zero hours or casual 
contracts, which meant they had no regular income. 


One of the respondents, a man who is married with 
a partner who works and lives in his own house, 
which they are buying with a mortgage, works in 
care earning £25,000 per annum but said he had to 
do more than one job to make ends meet, that he 
rarely saw friends or socialised and that he works 
about 55-60 hours a week. 

He commented: “Constantly trying to juggle sev¬ 
eral casual/zero hours jobs - usually too worried 
about losing work so don’t turn down work resulting 
in long hours often seven days a week.” 

Others felt that they were discriminated against, or 
even bullied: 17 per cent of the respondents said that 


they had been discriminated against or bullied at 
work. 

One respondent, a woman aged 50-59, reported 
that she did not have a contract of employment, that 
she wasn’t paid for travel time, that her workplace 
was not family friendly, that she couldn’t work as 
much as she would like to because of the availability 
of childcare, and that she had been both bullied and 
discriminated against at work. 

Another respondent reported a situation where he 
felt he was always blamed for mistakes, as most of 
the employees at his place of work were close 
friends of the employer.

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Milo raises more than £1,100forWeldmar 


SIMON Miles of Bridport has 
raised more than £1,100 in a 
fitting tribute to his father, 
writes PETER HODGES. 

Simon, who is known as 
Milo, started running after his 
father passed away in 2009 
and would use running as an 
escape at night after visiting 
his father David in Dorch¬ 
ester's Joseph Weld Hospice. 

Running alone, and with no 
one to compete against, was 
a way to avoid the frustration. 
He would run around Brid¬ 
port for 35 minutes most 
nights. 

David Miles was the land¬ 
lord of The Anchor Inn in 
Seatown, until he retired in 
2003. 

In 2005 David started work¬ 
ing with Milo on the quayside 
at West Bay, where they ran 
the Lyme Bay RIB Charter - 
the multi award winning 
company that Milo set up in 
2000. 

Milo said: "My father was al¬ 
ways wearing a bow tie and 
usually a waistcoat. 

"He was fit, healthy, slim, 
never ill or one to complain if 
feeling under the weather. In 
July 2009 I received a text 
message from him to say he 
wouldn't be coming into work 
that day as his back was 


aching. Unfortunately, it wors¬ 
ened on a daily basis and his 
health took a spiralling tum¬ 
ble and pain was often an 
issue." 

Milo added: "He was diag¬ 
nosed with lung cancer but it 
had spread throughout his 
body and unfortunately there 
was nothing anyone could do. 

"Dorset County Hospital was 
unable to offer any help 
and he was moved to the 
Weldmar's in-patient unit, 
Joseph Weld Hospice in 
Dorchester. He died on Octo¬ 
ber 25th 2009 aged 61 - just 
12 weeks after complaining of 
backache." 

After his father's death, Milo 
continued running, eventu¬ 
ally entering the London 
Marathon in 2012. 

He ran in aid of Round Table 
Children's Wish, having been 
a member of the charitable 
organisation for over ten 
years. 

In total, Milo raised £3,500 
for the Round Table and com¬ 
pleted the 26.2 miles in 4hrs 
58mins. 

In 2015, Milo decided it was 
time to compete in another 
charity run - this time for 
Weldmar Hospicecare. 

Milo said he knew his body 
would struggle with a 


marathon, so the Great West 
Run (a half-marathon in Ex¬ 
eter in October 2015) seemed 
to be perfect for him - espe¬ 
cially as it took place outside 
of the RIB charter's busiest 
time. 

Milo said: "The training was 
tough through the summer as 
work was busy and I was tired. 

"I struggled mentally with 
the distance but training with 
friends, who are good run¬ 
ners, helped. 

"I set myself a time of two 
hours to complete the run - 
my split time at 13.1 miles in 
London was 2:22:27. 

"I ran the Great West Run in 
2:02:58 but, best of all, I raised 
£1,150 for Weldmar. I was 
happy with that." 

Katie Slade, events 
fundraiser for Weldmar Hos¬ 
picecare, said "Everyone at 
Weldmar Hospicecare would 
like to thank Milo for running 
for us. 

"His achievement is a won¬ 
derful way of remembering 
his father. 

"Without the support of 
people like Milo, we would 
not be able to offer our serv¬ 
ices for free across Dorset".

Drunken dodgems: The morning after the night before -1 in 
3 have driven even though they though they were still drunk 


SATURDAY 19th December at 
9.23am set to be the most dan¬ 
gerous time on the road over the 
festive period, with the highest 
number taking to the road po¬ 
tentially over the drink drive 
limit after their Christmas party. 
More than a quarter will get be¬ 
hind the wheel before 10am. 
More than two-thirds will pre¬ 
load with alcohol and a quarter 
will have more than six alcoholic 
drinks at their Christmas party. 
Almost one in three Brits 
(29.25%) have admitted to driv¬ 
ing the morning after when they 
believed they may still be over 
the drink drive limit from the 
night before, according to alarm¬ 
ing new study out today. 

The research, commissioned by 
Honda (UK) and AlcoSense Per¬ 
sonal Breathalysers, investigated 
attitudes towards drinking and 
driving over the festive period 
discovering that one in four 
(27.7%) Christmas party-goers 
predict that they will have six or 
more alcoholic drinks - with half 
of this group planning on knock¬ 
ing back eight or more - putting 


them at real risk of being over 
the limit the following day. 

It also found almost two thirds 
(62.75%) intend to'pre-load'with 
one or more drinks before arriv¬ 
ing at the party.

The research goes on to reveal 
Saturday December 19th at 
9.23am to be the most danger¬ 
ous time to be on the roads over 
the festive period. With the pre¬ 
vious day set to be the most 


popular for Christmas parties 
(6.3%), that Saturday will poten¬ 
tially see the highest number of 
drivers take to the roads over the 
legal drink drive limit from the 
night before. 

The research was commissioned 
by Honda (UK) and AlcoSense 
Personal Breathalysers to mark 
the launch of a new and unique 
partnership between the two 
brands. The partnership aims 
to raise awareness of the

To cater for the extra 105PS of power and 
lOINm of torque compared with the outgoing 
Maloo, modifications have been made to the 
vehicle's chassis. Spring and damper rates 
have been stiffened to reduce body-roll and 
further improve turn-in, while the unique rear 
suspension module delivers improved rear 
stiffness and rear braking efficiency. 

Also now standard on the Maloo LSA are 
Launch Control (manual models only), a limited 
slip differential, sat-nav, Bluetooth, Onyx Leather 


trim, and EDI (Enhanced Driver Interface). 

In addition to more power and standard 
equipment, the 2016 Maloo also benefits from a 
raft of exterior styling upgrades. The front end 
features a re-designed fascia incorporating a 
subtle splitter, while the addition of pitch-black 
bonnet air vents help deliver an even more 
aggressive look. 

The pitch-black theme is carried through to the 
mirror-backs and wing-vents, with a new 20-inch, 
five-spoke alloy wheel design completing the 
styling package. Two new colours - Slipstream 
(vibrant blue) and Some Like it Hot (metallic red) 
- complement the Maloo's fresh new look. 

Vauxhall's VXR8 GTS, the other model in 
Vauxhall's V8, rear-wheel-drive range, also has 
some subtle changes for 2016. While power 
remains unchanged at 585PS, and torque at 
740Nm, the five-seat, four door saloon receives 
new bonnet vents, bumper grilles and side sills, 
as well as a new centre-stack arrangement inside 
the cabin and two new exterior colours. On the 
road price for the 2016 VXR8 is £55,500 with 
six-speed manual transmission and £57,200 with 
the six-speed auto, with oil cooler.
